New York.—The cause of old age 
pensions

at any period in the past, the bulletin! 
ociation for Old!

Ago Security states. 
There was legis­ 
lative activity in 25 ut the 48 states! 
in the country, according to the bul­ 
letin. and a total of 40 individual bills) 
were 
introduced 
in 
legislatures 
of! 
those states. 
New York leads the list of states in! 
tile number of bills introduced, with aj 
a total of ten. 
New York in the Easl 
and Akia boma in the West will bt 
the first states lo put some form of 
old agt* protection into effect, the a s­ 
sociation believes. 
“All signs point to New York soon 
becoming die first industrial state 
in tho East to put into operation an 
effective sj'stein of old-age pensions,” 
rite bulletin says. 
“T he past month 
bas made considerable history in tile 
movement for this legislation in the 
empire 
state. 
The 
unanimity 
with 
which Hie divergent groups in the) 
state have endorsed the subject has; 
surprised even the most sanguine ad­ 
vocates of the Gause of the aged.” 
Tile bulletin then relates a brief! 
history of the popular movements in' 
furtherance of tim pension 
project 
which developed during tile month. 
The tlrst step was tho oil ling of a 
conference 
on 
the 
subject 
by 
Dr. 
Charles ll. Johnson, director of the 
State Board of Charities. 
This cul­ 
minated lo the establishing of a per­ 
manent conference supported by some 
ninety organizations, including labor 
groups,-cbal'itYd de and social organi­ 
zations and civic and fraternal bodies. 
A summary of action in the tw en­ 
ty-five state legislatures where old- 
age pension bills have been introduced 
is printed in the bulletin. 
The age 
requirem ent ranges from sixty to sev­ 
enty years; the amount of pension 
from $29 to $50 a m onth; while the 
funds are to be raised in some cases 
by the states, in some by tin: counties; 
and in some by the counties an d 
states together.
